HIS HOME HOBBY. 

His hobby at heme was his stock. He was 
passionately fond of fine horses and cattle, 
and would always see personally that they 
had the best attention. Eli tells of a tine New- 
toundland dog that was presented to his 
master by an admiring friend who lived in 
Nova scotia. The dog was very intelligent, 
and the Sage of Asbland“ trained him with 
his own hand to perform a number of won- 
derful tricks, one of which Eli remembers to 
be as follows: In one of the pastures in which 
Mr. Clay allowed his finest stock to run was 
a line weli, With a large trough attached, by 
means of which the cattle were supplied with 
water. Tbe water was drawn from the well by 
the bucket and spindle system, but it 
required a great deal of manual la- 
bor to keep it in operation. To 
avoid this Mr. Clay constructed a small 
tread-mill, attached it tothe spindle of the 
weil with an iron crank, and then trained the 
dog to walk the tread-mill. In this manner 
the trough was kept constantly filled with 
water, and the clever dog became so accus- 
tomed to the performance that without the 
necessity of being bid, he made it hisduty to 
watch the well constantly and seethat the 
trough always had in ita sufficient puppy 
of water to keep the coppers of-the biooded 
stock cchl. Mr. Clay loved the dog, and was 
very fond of watching him go through with 
the tread-mill performance. He would al- 
wavs have the ok oe sm exhibited to his 
visitors, and when the good old canine tinally 
wave up tbe ghost, he had him respectably 
buried and erected atthe head of his grave 
an elegant marble slab. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL BEL. 

In speaking of Mr. Clay’s Presidential con- 
tests, Eli said, regretfully shaking his head:

A RIVER OF FIRE. 


Scenes at Mauna Loa, the Hawallan 
Volcano, Described. 
San Francisco Cor. Chicago Times. 

Hawaiian advices to the 6th instant are re- 
ceived by the China merchant steamer Ho 
Chungto-day. The Gazette gives additional 
details about the great eruption of Mauna 
Loa. Itsays: **The view from Hilo of that 
outbreak upon Mauna Loa has shown some 
remarkable changes during the past week. 
The flow toward Kan is diminishing. Parties 
returned from Kilauea report that the stream 
is flowing very slowly and as seen, from the 
Valcanco House is losing its fire day by day. 
Kilauea, however, is exceedingly active, pre- 
scntipg unusual attractions. The most active 
flow pow isthatrunning from near the sum- 
mit of Mauna Loa in a northerly direction or 
toward Mauna Kea.Clouds for the greater por- 
tion of the time bave obscured the mountains, 
lighting, however, at intervals to reveal 
the sublime fires still doing their awful 
work. Saturday evening, Novem- 
ber 20. was very clear, and an 
eruption was observed in three distinct crat- 
ers with a great flow of molten lava running 
from one to another, and one down the sides 
of ithe mountain to the north, apparently. 
Parties watching the mountain from Hilo 
just at dusk noticed a sudden eruption or ex- 
plosion from one of these craters. An im- 
mense amount of material was suddenly 
thrown several hundred feet into the air. 
Wednesday evening, November 4, was also 
very clear, and the pyrotechnic display, 
which was very magnificent, could be ad- 
mired by all beholders. On Thursday morn- 
ing the mountain was clear foran hour, and 
revealed through the glare that the configura- 
tion of the dome-like surface of Mauna Loa 1s 
much cbanged. Two crater-mounds of con- 
siderable height break its even frvat, lying 
apparently two or three miles apart. The 
second is northeast of the first. A third 
crater, at altttle greater distance and norta 
of the second, was also observed, and inall 
bree there seems to be great activity. At 
times during the nightthe clouds cleared 
away, revealing columns of fire and smoke, 
not only pouring from the three great centers 
of activity, but trom the whole 
line. Several parties have gone to the 
scene of action, and those who have returned 
speak of tbe flow as awful beyond de- 
scription, rolling grinding and burning its 
terrible wav with irresistible force’’. Just 
before the departure of the steamer a heavy 
column of smoke and flame on _ the 
line of the advance seemed to indicate that 
the flow is in the Hilo woods. A cor- 
respondent from the field writes as follows: 
Lava has flowed about twenty-five miles 
toward Hilo, and is now in the neighborhood 
oftwenty miles away. Itisfrom a quarter 
to half a mile wide atshe upper part of its 
course, and from-tbree quarters to a mile 
wide at the lower end. It has entered tie 
woods on one side, and as it rises high, about

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Clipping Coins. 
From the New Vork Times, 


The complaints made by merchants and 
others in different parts of the country of the 
extent to which silver coins are clipped and 
bored by dishonest persons—complaints 
which have already been noticed in these 
columns—continue to increase. Numerous 
large business houses which, by the peculiar 
nature oftheir trade, are compelled to re- 
ceive considerable sums of money in small 
change, report that ina number of cases the 
actual loss in weight caused by such clipping 
and boring has amounted to 10 per cent per 
$100. This fact bas, ina numher of instan- 
ces, been ascertained by careful investiga- 
tion. Indeed, so extensive has become the 
evil that some of the street railway managers 
have been led to believe that thereis in this 
city acompany of rogues regularly organized 
which subsists upon the profits derived from 
mutilating coins, and has entered into 
a conspiracy with a number of the rail- 
way employes to put clipped pieces into cir- 
culation. There is a law against mutilating 
coins of the United States, but it is practicaliy 
a dead letter, forthe very good reason that 
the mutilators need only a cold chisel anda 
hammer to do their work, and are never de- 
tected in it. There is nowa proposition in 
some quarters to secure the passage of a law 
making it acriminal offense to attempt to 
pass coins that have been bored or clipped. 
In default ofsuch a law, however, the retail 
and swall dealers of New York seem to have 
aremedyintheirown hands. If they would 
agree among thewselves to refuse ail pieces of 
money which bave been mutilated, all sorts 
of people would be on their guard against 
such pieces, and clipping would cease to be 
profitable. The truth of this conclusion is 
well demonstrated bv the fact that gold coins 
are seldom mutilated, because it is next to im- 
possible to pass those which are not in a per- 
fect condition. When it is remembered that 
a coin-sweater can safely make as much with 
one stroke of his hammer as a dollar will bear 
interest In a year, it will readily be seen that 
some means of protecting our silver pieces 
should speedily be devised.

THE COCKTAIL KING. 


Whisky Drinking and Hypocrisy 
Ruining the United States. 
From the London Telegraph. 


In the great American Republic the liquor 
laws vary to ap astonishing degree. If Mr. 
Manning and his colleague had traversed the 
Union from East to West, andfrom North to 
South, and bad visited not thirteen, but say 
fifty cities, — weuld have lighted upon 
certain facts which might have been service- 
able to them in forming a practical judgment 
on the drink question. hey would have 
found that in every State,from Maine to 
Florida, from New York to California, al- 
though liquor legislation in one might be on 
the lines of local option, and in another on 
those of total prohibition, while in some 
there were substantialjvy no restrictions 
on the liquor traffic at all, and al- 
though in every State there were 
powerful temperance organizations, and 
large numbers of highly respectable individ- 
uals in and out of the Legislature, the ju- 
diciary, the clergy and the financial and comp 
mercial classes were strict total abstainers, 8 
certain institution known as the Cocktail 
reigned virtually supreme, and that to an 
enormous consumption of cocktails among 
every class of the male population must be 
added a prodigious amount of spirit- drinking: 
in the shape of whisky very slightly adulter- 
ated with water. The Americans are not a 
convivial people in our sense of the term. 
They may begregarious in taking drinks Call 
round;’’ but they drink standing, rapidly, 
and often silently, and then hurry away from 
the bar: while on the bar itself are 
placed little bowls containing  coffee- 
berries or aromatic lozenges, by chew- 
ing or sucking which topers are able 
to disguise the odor of alcohol. Inno other 
céuntry inthe world does such a curiously 
hypocritical custom as this obtain; but itis 
only part of a habit of general deceit which 
systems of prohibition or partial prohibition 
or local option have engendered. Until in- 
quiries into American drinking habits have 
mastered the fact of the supremacy of the 
cocktail among highly respectable Americans 
who, to all outward appearance, are abstain- 
ers, the very threshold of a vitally important 
question will not have been passed. Prohi- 
bition or local option may suppress whisky 
and leger beer saloons, and even place an 
embaryo on the bars of respectable hotels. It 
may prevent grocers from sellin 
wine merchants from selling 


to an almost incredible extent of cocktails, 


which are frequently imbibed at the very | ‘ 
is generally stated througbout society that 


worst time that it is possible to drink spirits, 
tbat is, in the early forenoon, and sometimes 
before breakfast; and it will not prevent the 
keepers of drug-stores—which are open 
througbout Sunday as wellas on week-days 
—from vending a multitude of insidious pre- 
parations under the names of ‘‘medicated 
bitters,” “tonics,’’ **stomachics,’’ rock and 
ryes,“ and the like, the basis of which is al- 
cohol, and the final cause of which is to make 
people tipsv and to encourage secret tippling- 
W hisky-drinking has wrought, and is still 
doing, as much harm in the United States as 
gin-drinking has done and is doing among the 
masses in England: and there is quite as stron 
a current of educated opinion against babits o 
intoxication in America as there is here.

In the State of Mary- 
land, if he wishes any strong drink on the 
Seventh Day, he must drink it surreptitious- 
ly, with locked doors or behind a screen. In 
the State of Louisiana he will tind all the 
cafes and all the taverns open from early 
morn until late at night on Sundays as well 
as week days. License rather than liberty is 
also the rule in Chicago, St. Louis and Cin- 
einnati; yet it is very questionable whether 
habits of intoxication are more prevalent in 
the Western Statesthan they are in those of 
the East, notwithstanding the shackles of 
prohibition or local option. In more than one 
of the Southern States local option has be2n 
adopted and those States are pre-eminent as 
the baunts of *‘moonshiners,’’ or distillers 
and distributors of contraband whisky. Still, 
howsoever strict or the contrary may be the 
laws affecting the manufacture or the sale of 
intoxicating liquors in the various States, it 
will be found on the whole—and the fact will 
be admitted by all candidAmericans—that in 
the United States the cocktail continues 
king, and that secret or surreptitious tippling 
is generally in equal ratio to 
anti-liquorlews.

Oranges in the City Hospital. 

Yesterday the ladies of the Flower Mission 
paid their Christmas visit to the City Hospi- 
tal. Areporter, under the guidance of Miss 
Jane H. Peck, who has this institution under 
her immediate care, made a tour of the build- 
ing and had ample apportunity to inspect 
everything. 1 have seen published and 
heard many statements very derozatory to 


the management of this hospital,’’ said Miss 
Peck. I have been visiting for the past 
five years and know they are untrue. I 
desire you to make a tour of the building and 
see with what perfectness everything is ar- 
ranged.’’ The first department visited was 
the surgical ward. In the operating room, 
where many a disgusting piece 
of work is performed, everything was as 
neatly and cleanly arranged as a table set for 
ainner. Anantisepticspray of a ö per cent 
solution of carbolic acid is thrown from an 
aojustable nozzle in this room, as in every 
other portion of the building occupied by the 
patients. The object of this is to correct the 
putrefaction, which would otherwise be in- 
fecticus and cause a spread of disease. The 
comfort of the patients in this ward eis par- 
ticularly well looked to, and while they are 
not sumptuously cushioned their weil fur- 
nished beds afford them all possible ease. The 
most improved hospital arrangements are in 
use here andthe poor sufferers with fract 
ured limbs can by means of these rest quietly. 
In every portion of the institution the neat. 
ness and cleanliness was noticzable almost 
ae painful degree. Even in 
the cells where the eases of 
delirium tremens are confined everything 
was scrupuicusly cared for. The institutio.: 
is ina perfect condition from top to bottom, 
every precaution being taken and every 
comfort compatible with the rules ofthe 
bospital is afforded the unfortunate inmates. 
Yesterday the ladies visited all the wards, 
bringing oranges tothe patients.

The Fact That the Union Depot Co“ 
Has Forfeited its Franchise and Can 
- Be Compelled to Erect 
a Depot. 


Mr. Chas. Gibson, the Able Jurist, 
Lays Down the Law and 
Proves the Company 
Recreant. 


Min the Mayor or Municipal Assembly 
Now Do Their Duty and Bring 
the Company to Task? 


A reporter of this paper called on Mr. 
Charles Gibson, the well known attorney and 
«<apitalist, last evening at his residence near 


‘Lafayette Park, and spent an hour with him 


in discussing the subject of the Union Depot. 


Mr. Gibson showed a willingness 
to give his opinion on this interest- 
ing subject, both as a lawyer 


and a citizen, that is quite invigorating in 
these times when public men display so much 
delicacy iu allusion to great corporations. 
His urst words to the reporter, when asked 
for an opinion of the Union Depot, was to the 
effect that he didn’t liketo say anything that 


would injure any corporation, but waen a 
company were manifestly wrong he would 
have no fear of offending them by any 
expressions he might make, no matter how 
severe they were. He thoughtit was the du- 
ty of every citizen to speak plainly on the 
nion Depot, as it was a question of prime 
importance to St. Louis. Mr. Gibson said 
that in his opinion,and it was the opinion of 
every honest citizen, the Union Depot 
was entirely unsuited to the growth 
and importance of St. Louis. He had been 
in all the great cities of this country, and he 
could not mention a single fifth-rate townin 
the Union that badn’t a superior depot to 
ours. The Vanderbilt depot in New York 
only accommodated one road; still it was in- 
finitely better and finer than ours, which ac- 
commodated fifteen or twenty roads. 

„Have the company violated their contract 
with the city *’’ 

Most assuredly so. If you read the ordi- 
nance under which the company secured a 
franchise, you will notice the word ‘con- 
struct’ in referring to a Union Depot. This 
word must mean something more than the 
mere centering of a number of railroads at a 
certain point. It must mean the bulldiug of 
something.“ 

„Rut the Depot Company claim that they 
bave built a depot.“ 

»That is just where the difficulty occurs. 
If I give you $300 to purchase me a horse, you 
might buy me a $25 plug. That is certainly a 
horse, but does itrepresent the value of my 
S300” No, indeed, sir. And, furthermore, 
any court would render judgment in my fa- 
vor. It would only be necessiry to prove 
that the plug was worthless and that it was 
my expeciation to get a 57300 animal 
when l gave you the money. 
The case of the depot company 
is similar to this. The city grants them a 
franchise. They are given valuable privi- 


Heges to occupy certain property and streets, 


with the understanding that they are to con- 
struct a Union Depot. Iladmit theideaisa 
little indetinite. hey proceed on the princi- 
ple thatit is only necessary to lay afew tracks 


and platforms and erect several dis- 
reputable sheds and shanties and 
their duty is done. Here is the 
horse case over again. The eity 
grants the company a franchise. 


It is evidently understood that a Union 
Depot is to be erected. A contract is made, 
andthe stipulation is entered into that a 
depot is to be constructed.“ What is the 
understanding at the time as to what con- 
stitutes a nion Depot under the agree- 
ment’ The city expects a grand depot, suit- 
able to the trade and greatness of st. Louis. 
This idea is fostered by the parties 
representing the depot corporation. Pam- 
phiets are circulated by the company descrip- 
tive of the new depot; extensive plans are 
made and everybody looks forward to the 
early completion of the wonderful depot. 
Wbat is the result? We are all disappointed. 
Three years go by, at which time the fran - 
chise should be forfeited under the contract. 
Six years pass and still the 
company refuses to do its duty. 
Now when an outcry is raised the company 
claim that they have acted honorably by the 
city and have carried out all their agree- 
ments under the franchise. But there can 
be no question thatthey are wrong, and I 
believe that any court would sustain the city 
in a suit tocompel them to do their duty. It 
would only be required to show the intention 
ofthe parties at the time the contract was 
made. jlow easily this could 
be accomplished in this case! 
iow easy a matter it is to prove that the 
present depot is unsuitable to the require- 
ments of St. Louis. Thatitis not commen- 
surate with ber greatness and commercial 
importance. Thatit is absolutely inadequate 
io the comfort and convenience and even the 
safety of passengers. All this would proba- 
bly come up in any suitthat might be insti- 
tuted, and would have wenderful weight with 
a Judge or jury.“ 

**What is your remedy to compel the com- 
pany to erectthe depot originally contem- 
plated?” 

**Have tbe city declare that the company 
had forfeited all their privileges, that they 
no longer possess any rights to the use of the 


streets and properties at present oc: 
cupied by the Union Depot. and 
l think they would come to terms. If a suit 


were commenced for ejectment it would have 
vreat eflect, and even if the city were beaten 
inthe end it would do no harm. But I do 
not anticipate any such result. The city 
would triumph and we would get our grand

THE WRECKING QUESTION. 
Winisterial Statement in the Canadian 
Parliament. 

OTTAWA, December 25.—In the House of 
Commons last night, in the course of the de- 
late onthe motion forthe correspondence 
between Sir Edward Thornton, British Em- 
bissador to Washington, and the Secretary of 
the United States, relative to wrecking, the 
Hon. Mckenzie Bowell, Minister of Cus- 


tems, said it had been the desire 
of the Government to carry out 
the law in order to protect the in- 


te ests of the wrecxing and towing companies 


of this country without endangering either 
lif or property. He would not refer to the 
question of reciprocity or correspondence 
with the American Government which would 
shortly be laid before the House, further than 
tosay that the position taken by this Gov- 
eriment in correspondence witb the au- 
thorities at Wasbington was that 
they were willing to enter into any system of 
equitable reciprecity, but the American Gov- 
erument had uiways resisted any such pro- 
pesal, excepting on the one ground that the 
American tug-owners should have the right 
to go into Canadian waters for the saving of 
property, not only of their 
own vessels, but also of Conadian 
veisels, whenever the opportunity presented 
itself. The position taken by the Canadian 
Government was that this would be a very 
one-sided reciprecity and would givea mo- 
nopoly to American tug-owners. There was 
never any intention to prevent any vessels go- 
ing to the relief of vessels in distress when 
there was the slightest danger to life or prop- 


erty.

First Appearance of the New York 
Senator this Session. 
Washingthon Cor. Chicago Tribune, 

Senator Conkling appearedin the Senate 
for the first time this session. It was the 
first time, also, that he has been seen in pub- 
lic since the filing ofthe billfor divorce b 
Kate Chase Sprague against her husband. 
There perhaps may have beena morbid cu- 
riosty among some of the strangers and sen- 
sation-mongers at the Capitol to see him on 
account of the freedom with which his name 
has been usedin connection with the parties 
to this suit, but the interest andthe seasa- 
tion did not go beyond that. The truth is that, 
whatever may be thought or said in the 
back oftices of sensational newspapers, the 
Kate Chase suit bas created no excitement in 
Washington and is scareely mentioned in the 
Senate lobbies, in the hote!s or elsewhere. A 
gentleman who spent much of the time to- 
day inthe Senate cloak-rooms says that he 
did not once hear the case referred to. ‘wo 
years agO, when Mrs. Sprague was so con- 
stant a visitor in the Senate galleries, there 
was a good deal of gossip connected with her 
name, butshe has scarcely been in Washing 
ton since that time, and the only vestige of 
the former curiosity is an occasional remind- 
er through some sensational re- 
ports from the North. The recent visit of 
Senator Sprague here, it is believed,had some 
reference to this expected suit. It is now 
supposed that Sprague sought the good of- 
fices of some of the old friends of Chief Jus- 
tice Chase, the father of bis wife, in order 
that the scandal might be avoided. Certaia 
it is that, if Gov. Sprague shall file the cross- 
bill, which it is reported he may do, there will 
be a rich field for scandal in Washington, 


which he freely makes in con- 
versation. Senator Conkling kor a 
while bad quite a reception on the 


Senate floor, but it Was noticed that he did 
not shake hands with either Senator Bayard, 
with whom he has recently had a very un- 
plehsant controversy, or with Blaine, recon- 
cilliation with whom seems not yet to bave 
been fully effected, nor with Lamar, with 
whom two vears ago he very nearly hada 
duel, which was only averted by the inter- 
position of a number of friendly Senators and 
a formal adjustment made by the Senate with 
closed doors. 

There was rather a dramatic scene in the 
Senate this morning when Conkling and La- 
mar first appeared. It happened that they 
both entered the chamber about the same 
time, and, without apparently seeing each 
other, came from opposite directions down a 
narrow passage way. It was evident that 
both were at first disposed to retire, and not 
to meet, but such an act would have been too 
conspicuous in open Senate, and they passed 
with difficulty, each of them casting wither- 
ing and defiant giances upon the other. 
Good relations have not been restored be- 
tween them notwithstanding the settiement 
of their difficulties bv the Senate.

Richards ot Lagrange, Texas, we learn that 
tbe indications are that it will rattoon tort 0 
or three years like the rebon cane, which 
meskes it valuable in Texas. For late cane 
the Honduras tills the pla e. It will ripen in 
the latitude of St. Louis and south, but can- 
not be recommended north. It is avery large 
productive cane both in syrup and sugar.
